PEACE DELUSIONS AND REALITIES. 
The ratification by the U. S. Senate of the Kel- 
\ logg anti-war pact, coupled with the adoption of the 
cruiser bill, has caused widespread comment—sor- 
rowful, ironic, satirical, humorous. The two actions 
of the Senate are regarded, naturally, as strangely 
incongruous—a renunciation of war and a prepara- 
tion for war. 

The British say they are indifferent to the cruiser 
bill, that it does not imply a threat of naval compe 
tition. France likes it because it indicates a recog- 
nition of the need of armaments, competition be- 
tween Britain and America for naval strength, and 
a justification of France’s insistence upon a strong 
army and navy for self-protection. 

The significance of the Senate’s almost simultane 
ous declaration against and preparation for war lies 
in its disclosure of the mind of governments and 
peoples. It shows plainly that there are no guaran- 
tees of peace in the world that may be trusted. The 
nations want peace, but fear of war moves all 
of them. There is no assurance, despite all the ef- 
forts to establish world peace, and particularly peace 
between the leading nations, that any sound basis 
has been reached. Something has been accomplished 
in the way of the peaceable settlement of disputes and 
in the way of meeting threats of war, but no sound 
basis for the maintenance of peace under all cir- 
cumstances has been reached. Nationalistic ambi- 
tions, greed and fear still rule among the nations 
without definite means of preventing these causes of 
war from breaking into actual conflict. 

The disclosure of the situation existing between 
nations in which distrust and competition rule is, 
we believe, a good thing. It ought to have a whole- 
some effect upon public opinion everywhere. It 
brings the peoples face to face with realities and dem- 
onstrates how far the nations are from a peace basis 
and how much has yet to be done to obtain guaran- 
tees of peace. 

Nothing could be worse than to cherish delusions 
about peace. It is only when delusions are swept 
away and we recognize realities of the world that we 
can find the road to peace. It is a long road and a 
hard road, full of obstructions, and it takes time and 
arduous effort to traverse it. 

ST. LOUIS AND THE OZARKS. 


The Missouri Ozarks Chamber of Commerce plans 
an advertisihg campaign costing $150,000; it is to be 
of three years’ duration, $50,000 to be expended an-’ 
nually. St. Louis business men will be asked to assist 
in carrying out the program, for, says the chamber’s 
secretary, “St. Louis can help develop the Ozarks in 
five years. If we continue under our own resources 
it will take 25 years to accomplish the same results.” 
It is something of a mystery why St. Louisans have 
never discovered this engaging land in their own 
State, at their very doorstep. Until two years ago, 
few of the citizenry were conversant with Ozark terri- 
tory at a distance of more than 50 miles from S8St. 
Louis; the treasures of the Southern Ozark region 
are little better realized now. Get into the hill coun- 
try below Ironton or Gray’s Summit and you find a 
land lavishly treated. Green mountains and red- 
rocked cliffs, swift running streams with great trees 
bending over them, long vistas of sheer beauty; a 
land that need not hide its face in any famous com- 
pany. 

_ Once, when Londoners were busy attributing Ber- 
nard Shaw’s inepiration to Ibsen, the playwright con- 
founded them by telling them to look within the 
work of Samuel Butler; the English, he said, did not 
deserve to have this Samuel Butler, they had so neg- 
lected him.

REVOLUTION AND EVOLUTION. - 


The time has past when exiling Leon Trotsky 
makes a stir in the world, wherefore the sardonic 
jest of first asking what country wants him. e 
What has happened Trotsky has always happened, 
and it always will. He has for some years wanted 
Russia to remain as revolutionary as she was when 
she freed herself from her tormentors; but no revolu- 
tionary country has been like that. They all move in 
time to that middle ground which lies between politi- 
cal extremes; and this is what Russia is doing. 
Trotsky charges that §talin is heading the country 
straight toward Bonapartism, but that is unlikely. } 
Russia got where she has been for more than ten 
years because for centuries she never knew anything 
better than Bonapartism. 

There is an evolution which follows every revolu- 
tion. That evolution is operating in Russia, and it 
explains why Trotsky can no longer live in the coun- 
try. The Russians are, as Max Eastman points out, 
the only people in the world who are entirely free to 
have whatever kind of government they want. That 
is, they have got rid of the ruling class. If they 
wanted the kind of government Trotsky wants 
they could have it, but they do not want it. They 
Want a practicable government, and so they have 
moved little by little from the left to the center. 
They have learned that communism is impracticable, 
and they have found also that no people in this mod- 
ern world can dispense with individual initiative. 
Therefore, Stalin, Rykoff. Kalinin, Tomsky, Buk- 
harin and the others seek to bring Russia back into 
that international fabric of commerce and contact 
which no country can abandon unless for principle 
she wills to become ascetic. 


Time has won for the rest of the world in Russia 
a victory which all the Kolchaks, Wrangels and 
Denikines could never have won. It has convinced 
the Russians themselves that the economic structure 
which they destroyed by revolution was not in itself 
evil, but only seemed so because of its abuses. When 
they attempted to replace it with something else they

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THE AUTOMOBILE DEATH RATE. 

No distinction could be more dubious than that won 
by St. Louis in 1928. She ran second to Chicago 
among American cities in automobile fatalities. The 
record in Chicago was 28.8 per 1000 population, that 
of St. Louis 25.5. 

This despite an effort to cut down automobile fa 
talities beyond anything St. Louis had ever known. 
The Safety Council, the Police Department and the 
Street Department all joined in an effort to improve 
upon the gains made in this respect during 1926. 
To the surprise of all these agencies 215 persons 
were killed by automobiles in St. Louis during 1928. 
It was a disheartening result. As the precautions 


It is not in St. Louis alone that this problem defies 

solution. It is perplexing every big city in the 
country. Innumerable suggestions have been made. 
There have been surveys and conferences. It is ad- 
mitted everywhere that precautions and preventives 
cannot serve beyond a point. What it comes to, 
really, is the individual driver. If the people of any 
big city are to be incorrigible in this respect, no 
precaution the community can take will greatly help. 
There is hefore the Missouri Legislature at the mo 
ment a bill which proposes to license drivers of au- 
tomobiles, the presumption being that persons unfit 
to drive can in this way be taken off the streets. The 
penalties for reckless driving are stiffening in the 
courts. Nevertheless, the great desideratum is the 
attitude of the individual driver toward the problem. 
How considerate is he or she of life and limb, or 
how far does his or her sense of responsibility enter 
into the matter? 
Every expert upon the subject admits that this is | 
where the problem rests. It is something we must 
think about in St. Louis. Did we occasion all that 
grief and sorrow in 1928 as a heartless people? If 
so, do we want to be so heartless as that and to be 
known as a people who hold life so lightly? That is 
the question. 
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DR. CLENDENING ON ALCOHOL. 


Since he wrote that sparkling volume, “The Hu- 
man Body,” Dr. Clendening seems to have soured 
in his attitude toward the cup that cheers. In the 
book he noted that William Riddell, who died at 116. 
years, “carefully avoided water all his life and had | 
a love for brandy”; he gleefully recorded that “a | 
bright-eyed, quick, amusing” old-timer of 83 persist- 
ed in getting drunk, while his younger brother, age 
76, who had been a total abstainer all his life, was 
“a total physical wreck”; he said that though cir- 
rhosis of the liver and a form of neuritis have been 
“associated with” the use of alcohol, they are rare 
diseases in which secondary factors probably enter; he 
quoted with seeming approval Dr. Pearl’s researches 
showing that mild users of alcohol live longer than 
total abstainers. And he summed up with this re- 
mark: “What is meant to be said here is simply the 
common observation that a moderate use of it, and 
even fairly immoderate use of it, are only rarely at- 
tended with sefious physical consequences.” 
In a recent article in the Post-Dispatch Dr. Clen- 
dening came to the melancholy observation that “rum 
makes bums out of people”; again he quoted Dr.} 
Pearl, but this time to say that his findings are con- 
trary to common sense and common experience; he 
gave his opinion that “alcohol unquestionably causes 
hardening or cirrhosis of the liver, a disease from 
which people die”; he warned against it as a habit- 
forming drug whose continued use causes changes 
in the body; he was skeptical as to its food value 
and he grudgingly conceded it some medical uses. 
This time he summed up by saying: “In other words, 
I take my stand alongside of the public expressions 
of the Senate of the United States (sic) in a complete 
condemnation and repudiation of it.” 

This sort of thing, as the doctor should realize, is 
confusing to his large and devoted following. 
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The new smoke ordinance has become effective, 
and if you will look out of the window you will find, 
as you should, that you can’t see the difference. 
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A WORD OF CHEER FOR TAXPAYERS.

These villages have a fate which would 
scare humanity if it had been quicker to 
move. God smote Savannah la Mar in one 
night by earthquake and removed it, with 
all its population sleeping, to the bottom 
of the sea. The derelict coal districts have 
been dying for years. The mines on which 
their whole livelihood depended were closed 
and abandoned forever, in most cases even 
before the general strike in 1924, and their 
whole people have never since done a day 
of paid work, nor had a hope of one. They 
have existed ever since on charity bread 
and tea, old and young, and there is noth- 
ing whatever before them but mass emigra- 
tion to distant parts of the country, if even 
there is employment to be had. 

Human beings do not desert the spot qn 
which they were born and where their an- 
cestors have lived perhaps for 1000 years 
any more easily than a forest is uprooted. 
I saw many of these villages during a tour 
on which the World sent me some years 
ago. They are strange places and the min- 
ers are queer people. For the most part, I 
do not know why, just as oll is always 
found in deserts, coal fields are located in 
forest and wild places, and between mines 
it is often still densely and wildly wooded. 
In the north the little grim settlements 
stand in the midst of desolate and lonely 


moors.

But“these surroundings only enhance the 
intense concentrated humanism of the set- 
tlements; a step forward into the mean, 
cobbled streets, and nature and wildness 
seem as far away as they do in the heart 
of New York. The miners are everywhere 
a race apart, much more so than any 
gypsies: their trade attracts no newcomers 
and passes from father to son like a Semitic 
priesthood or the following of the sea. A 
large .proportion of their houses {s owned 
and built by themselves. The companies 
encourage them to fix themselves in this 
way. Where they are only tenants they 
and their fathers before them often have 
lived in the samre houses for generations. 
The most obvious part of trouble, therefore, 
is that when they move they must aban- 
don their property, their fortune and their. 
memories without the least hope of any 
recovery. For when they go—and it can- 
not be many years now, for already whole 
streets are deserted—these houses and shops 
will never have ahother tenant—they are 
too ugly to attract even a hermit—and they 
will fall back into the patrimony of nature 
like the caves 


Outside the fact that they are not even 
certain that if they do quit their.own roofs 


always 1,000,000 unemployed. there is the 
fear of an utter change of life. Coal min- 
ing had a flavor that was perceptible even 
to the outsider. It was a life that had

always scandalized the rest of the nation; 
they bought fur coats for their women, 
pianos that no one could play and flannel] 
coats for their whippet dogs. 

Their dogs and their back gardens were 
their pride. That is where the most re- 
fined breeds came from and champion lay- 
ers and giant gooseberries. The miner had 
a culture of his own and his own secrets. 
He was very far from the peasant, but near 
the woodman and the forester. Their cakes 
and pies were from recipes you could find 
nowhere else, like their awh x and their 
songs. Most homes had a harmonium, and 
ali the revivals started among them first. 

They had a peculiar way of talking, and 
even their bodies and walking were dif- 
ferent from other men, so that you “could 
always pliek them out. The cartoonists al- 
ways drew them with bandy legs. Every 
one recognized this trait. For a generation 
ago there was a great deal of infantile rick- 
ets among them. Nevertheless they grew 
up strong, though, as I wrote, twisted.

WASHINGTON, Feb. 7.—Mem- 
bers of the Shipping Board agreed 
today to confer with the Senate 
Commerce Committee befcre clos- 
ing a contract for the sale of the 
13 liners of the Atlantic fleet of 


the Government shipping lines. 

Senator ‘McKellar (Dem.) of 
Tennessee sponsored a resolution 
yesterday for an investigation into 
the ship sale and it was carried 
without a record vote, although 
Senator Jones of Washington, 
chairman of the Commerce Com- 
mittee, protested. Jones said Chat, 
in his opinion, the Government 
would never again receive as favor- 
able a bid for its fleet and added 
the adoption of the resolution 
might endanger the completion of 
the proposed sale. 

Paul W. Chapman, Inc., had bid 
$16,000,000 for the 13 ships, which 
constitute the entire American 
passenger fleet plying between New 
York and England, France -and 


Germany. 
McKellar said that he wunder- 
stood that the sale was to te 


closed today and argued that the 
board was putting the transaction 
through in irregular manner. He 
said it was not going through «he 
regular procedure of submitting 
the bids to the emergency fleet 
corporation for an analysis, 

Members of the Shipping Board 
were summoned today by the Sen- 
ate commerce committee to ex- 
Plian details of the proposed sale. 

Chairman O’Connor of the board 
announced at the outset that the 
board had aot decided to accept 
any bid. He said the board had 
investigated <+he reliability of 
Chapman and was now investi- 
gating the finances of the other 
bidders. No decision will be made 
on any sale until all the bidders 
had been investigated, he said. He 
denied reports that the contract 
was to have been closed this morn- 
ing. 


RASKOB NOT TO BE CONNECTED 
WITH NEW BANK IN NEW YORK 


New York Times Was IMcorrectly 
Quoted Yesterday on Plans

NEW YORK, Feb. 7.—The As- 
sociated Press yesterday incorrectly 
quoted the New York Times as say-

WHY COLORED PEOPLE ARE COLORED. 


O one knows positively why 
N cctorea people are colored. But 

scientists suggest several possi- 
ble reasons. 

Because the hot tropical sun un- 
der which most colored people 
originally lived. made them s0. 
That’s one suggestion. Negroes all 
lived oh the blazing - shores of 
tropical seas or in the deserts of 
Northern Africe before ships and 
steam trains made it possible for 
them to travel, say the people who 
believe in this theory. And in 
spite of the fact that white skins 
would have been cooler, the per- 
sons of dark skin lived longer and 
suffered less from the heat than 
fair blonde people. 

Besfdes this, they point to the 
fact that fair Northern visiters 
suffer more in the tropics than 
swarthy darker-skinned people do. 
The sunnier tr2 iand, they say, 
the darker its people. Germans 
and English are fair, but Italians, 
Spanish, Portuguese and Egyptians 
are Gark. The tropisal islands 
are peopled with brown-skinned | 
folk and so is Indian and 
Malaya. And. for more familiar 
proof, they point to the fact that 
the sun “burns” our own skin @ 
dark tan, if we give it half a 
chance during the summer, when 
it is more nearly overhead than in 
other seasons. 

Another prouder and _ less per- 
suasive theory, is that all human 
beings were originally dark, and 
only certain races are beginning to 
grow more pale. People who hold 
this theory would have us believe 
that the whiter the race, the more 
advanced it is, but this is wholly 
unprovable.
